Governor Clifford Walker Monday 
night vetoed all appropriations made 
at the recent session of the genera! 
assembly the passage of which did 
not comply with the constitutional | 
law of the state. In taking this ac- | 
tion, the governor did not veto the 
original bills, but only amendments 
which had been attached in the clos- 
ing hours of the session under con- 
ditions which are said to have been 
unconstitutional. 

Included in the amendments was 
was one providing that the common 
achools should get half of all state 
revenue above $9,000,000. .This pro 
vision was attached to a bill appro- 
priating an additional $250,000 to the 
common schools, above the $4,250,000 
given them in the general appropria- 
tion bill. The amendment was added 
by the senate, but like many others. 
Py when it reached the--house for con- 
currence was approved simply by a 
rising vote of a quorum, whereas 
the constitution states that all ap- 
propriations must receive 104 votes 
of the house on a roll call. 

Clause Cause of Trouble. 

The 50 per cent clause for the com- 
mon schools was included in the ap- 
propriations bill last year, but then 
applied to all revenue above $8,500,- 
000. The additional appropriation 
given in the house bill this year, of 
$250,000, was understood to be in 
lieu of this clause, which had proven 
a constant point of confusion, both 
to the school department itself and 
to the entire financial system of the 
state, in that it left the revenue to- 
tals in doubt until all collections for | 
the year were in. 

Other appropriations which are 
killed by the governor's veto include 
$15,000 to the Georgia State College 
for Women at Valdosta; $5,000 to the 
eleventh district A. & M. school at 
Douglas; $29,500 for a new ice plant 
at the state sanitarium at Milledge- 
ville: $45,000 for the entomological 
department for fighting insect pests; 
$25,000 to the Georgia State Women’s 
college at Milledgeville, and appro-

Old residents, students of Mount 
Shasta’s formation, “blame” the phe- 
nomenon on a glacier, the only one on 
the McCloud slope of Mount Shasta, 
which is situated near the peak of 
an extinec yolcano, and which had 
been exposed to the sun because of 
the dearth of snow. 

They are convinced that a portion 
of the glacier has broken loose, 
slipped down the slope of the moun- 
tain and now is melting rapidly. 

Sweeping past McCloud at a point 
three miley distant, the irresistible 
mass broke the pipes of McCloud’s 
water supply and for two days the 
inhabitants were forced to depend up- 
on railroad tanks for their drinking 
water, fhe Bee's advices stated.

FASCIST “BLACK SHIRTS” ATTACK NAPLES PAPERS 


Of Murdered Socialist’s Body 


BY FRANCISCO REA. 


Rome, August 18.—Positive iden- 
tification of the body found buried in 
a clump of bushes not far from Rome 
as that of Giacoma Matteotti, mur- 
dered socialist deputy, has been fol- 
lowed by scattered outbursts in Italy, 
in which blood has been shed and 
property damaged. 

Fascisti answered the criticisms of 
liberal papers, which have been con- 
demning the methods which made the 
murder of Matteotti possible, by an 
attack Monday on the Naples office 
of ll Mondo, a Roman _ newspaper. 
Windows were broken and the crowd 
moved on to the offices of Il Mattino 
and shattered glass there. 

Fascisti and members of opposing 
political faiths clashed near Galleria 
killed and ten 
wounded before carabineers were able 
to restore order. Bersaglieri were 
placed in the streets of Naples fol- 
lowing the fascist attack on news- 
papers there. Throngs of Neapolitans

Matteotti’s body will be taken 
from the mortuary chapel, about 25 
kilometers from Rome, where it was 
identified by relatives and a dentist, to 
the dead polifician’s birthplace. Three 
trains will compose the funeral cor- 
tege. First, there will be a train load 
of carbineers, then the funeral train 
proper bearing the body and mourners. 
Behind this will follow a third train 
containing guards. The route -has

Before leaving the mansion, the 
“nominee carefully stowed away in an 
inner pocket his black skull cap, 
which he later wore at the stadium,

Mrs. Bryan was escorted by E. G.

Mr. Mullen opened the program, and 
introduced Rev. D. D. Brooks, pastor 
of the Trinity Methodist church, who

Chairman Shaver then was intro- 
duced, and when he found that Mrs. 
Blair could easily speak into the 
microphone, turned the meeting over 
to her. She immediately requested 
the audience to sing the “Star Span- 
gled Banner.” 

The crowd, rising to its feet, gave 
way to enthusiasm, while the stadium 
re-echoed the anthem rendered with 
the fervor and determination of a 
football crowd. 

Senator Harrison was introduced as 
flashlights popped and movie men 
ground away at their machines. The 
convention spokesman broke into a de- 
nunciation of the republican party 
and praised Mr. Bryan, being fre- 
quently cheered.

If 
the water power of Muscle Shoals 
and in the mountain streams and in 
the rivers thronghout the land were 
developed, it would supply the -ower 
to operate all of our factories, all of 
our industries and all of our means 
of transportation. It would enable 
the raw materials of the country to 
be manufactured where they are nro0- 


portation of the raw product to the 
factory and the finished product back 
to the consumer. It would enable in- 
dustries to spring up where needed 
most to create business and to supply 
human needs. If the water power of 
the nation were developed, it would 
furnish electric current to light and 
heat the homes of the cities and on 
the farms, and supply electric power 
to operate all the machinery neces- 
sary for the needs of the farms and 
for the convenience and comfort of 
the homes, both city and rural, at a 
small fraction of the present cost.

Memphis, Tenn., August 18.—Or- 
ganization of the National Cottonseed 
Products corporation, a $12,000,000 
concern, recently formed for the op- 
eration of & dozen or more cotton 
oil mills in Tennessee, Arkansas, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri and Illinois, merger 
of which was announced last week, 
was completed today with the election 
of Ed Cornish, Little Rock banker, 
as president, and Joseph Newburger, 
local cotton man and manufacturer, 
as chairman of th e board. 

In addition to the presidency, Mr. 
Cornish holds the title of general man- 
ager of the corporation. With the 
assistance of W. F. Bridewell, of 
Memphis, Ernest Rice, of Dyersburg, 
and W. 8. Roberts, of Memphis, he 
will have charge of mill operations. 

Officials of the corporation pointed 
out that the concern is strictly a 
southern enterprise, embracing mills 
in the five states named. It is com- 
posed of cotton oil men who are not 
interested in the syndicate recently 
formed in the east, they said. Con- 
solidation of the oil mill interests in 
this territory, it was said, was ef- 
fected with a view to more economi- 
eal production and distribution of 
cottonseeg cil products, 

Five of the mills included in the 
merger are local concerns, including 
the Dixie Cotton Oil company, which 
operates the largest crushing plant 
and refinery in the United States.

The thousands who crowded about 
the railway station gave Herriot such 
a welcome as has not been equaled 
since the last of the war heroes 
marched through the Are de Triomphe. 
Literally, the squat figure of the so- 
cialist leader was mauled and passed 
about for congratulatory back slaps 
from his admirers. 

It is difficult to believe that the 
chamber of deputies can refuse to up- 
hold a man who has been accorded 
such a tremendous tribute. And if the 
French parliament agrees to the Ruhr 
evacuation, the success of the London 
conference is almost assured. 

Crowds Overpower Police. 

Two lines of policemen locked arms 
to form a lane through which Her- 
riot and members of the French dele- 
gation could pass from the train to 
their motors. The crowd would have 
none of such restraint. Smothering 
seattered boos and whistling with a 
swelling, rythmic roar of “Vive Her- 
riot,” the crowd swept the _ police 
aside, crowded around the official 
party and proceeded to pelt Herriot 
with congratulations, flowers and 
friendly hand pats. Thousands of 
persons sought to shake his hand. 

For blocks traffie was at a stand- 
still while Herriot, a little embar- 
rassed, very much surprised, and far 
more happy, remained laughing and 
perspiring in the center of his mill- 
ing admirers. The  premier’s hat 
tumbled to the floor and was tram- 
pled. His clothes were awry. Digni- 
fied members of his cabinet tried to 
form a protective ring about him, but 
it was useless.

Never Recognized Occupation. 

“The British government has never 
recognized the legality of the Ruhr 
occupation nor the interpretation of 
the clauses in the treaty of Versailles 
upon which their allies acted. They 
hoped that, as the Ruhr occupation 
was undertaken solely for economic 
purposes, it would be withdrawn as 
soon as the Dawes report was put 
into operation. . The occupying 
powers and Germany have agreed to 
accept an arrangement whereby the 
occupation shall not extend beyond 
a year, but may be terminated earlier. 

“The British government igs with- 
out prejudice to the position which 
they and their predecessors have taken 
with regard to the interpretation of 
the treaty, but is anxious to see the 
Dawes report in operation and simply 
note the agreement and urge most 
strongly that the governments con- 
cerned should take every possible step 
to hasten the evacuation because, in 
the opinion of the British govern- 
ment, continued occupation may prej- 
udice the working of the Dawes plan 


and jeopardize arrangements agreed 
to at the London conference.” 


GERMAN EDITORS MODERATE 
IN DISCUSSING CONFERENOE. 


Berlin, August 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—-With the return of the 
general delegates from the London 
conference, there is a conspicuous 
moderation in the tone of the editorial 
discussions on the outcome, and politi- 
cal experts are busy figuring out the 
party line-up in the reichstag when 
the government’s action is up for ap- 
proval or rejection. 

The members of the cabinet are in- 
clined to view the parliamentary situa- 
tion with a degree of equanimity born 
of the conviction that, once the oppo-

AVIATION FIELD URGENT. 

The necessity for a municipal 
aviation field in Atlanta is becoming 
more acute daily. 


The other day a pilot associated 
with Dr. Coad, government expert 
in charge of the boll weevil labora- 
tory at Tallulah, La, came _ to 
Atlanta to discuss with a committee 
the airplane calcium arsenic demon- 
Strations which are to be made at 
Athens on August 26. He stepped 
into his plane at Tallulah and in a 
Short time landed in Montgomery, 
where he left his plane and came 
to Atlanta by rail. 

There is a magnificent field at 
Montgomery, listed in the air rout- 
ings. He wanted to fly through to 
Atlanta but found from the air- 
directory that this city had no 
listed landing field. 

The demonstration of arsenic 
dusting from the air will employ 
three ships, and it w# proposed 
that they come to Atlanta, pick up 
a load of state officials and promi- 
nent citizens interested in the 
demonstration in each ¢ar and 
carry them on to Athens for the 
field work. But Atlanta has no 
aviation field. Athens has. 

General Mitchell, assistant chief 
Of the United States air service, is 
just back from a tour of the world. 
In the first interview given out by 
him on his arrival in Washington he 
declared that in his judgment an 
eStablished’ air line between New 
York and Pekin, China, would be 
a@ reality within the next three or 
fpur years, and, of course, between 
New York and London and Paris 
and other European capitals. He 
declared further that commercial 
air transportation on a_ general 

tale in this country would be a 
reality equally as early. 

» Already the air is being platted 
into routes very similar to the 
trunk highways. 

_ Just as cross-country motoring 
has become as general as rail 
tfansportation so will air motoring 
become equally as general in the 
early future. 

It is the opinion of all students 
of aerial development that within 
five years a business man may hop 
off in his plane from Atlanta in 
the forenoon and eat his dinner 
in New York, and possibly transact 
his business and return to Atlanta 
that same night by night travel, 
which is even preferable to day 
flying. 

While these developments are 
taking place, and the aerial mail 
service is being pushed into all 
sections of the country, and while 
air maps are being made and routes 
defined, Atlanta is necessarily left 
out because she has no flying and 
landing field. 

This is a matter of urgent im- 
portance, and is being accentuated 
by developments almost every day.

AN ALARMING TENDENCY. 


Another former governor of a 
great American commonwealth is 
involved in alleged shady -transac- 
tions by which thousands. of 
investors are supposed to have lost 
millions of dollars. 

This is just “another,” for the 
news columns have been over- 
crowded in the past few months 
sensational stories of gov- 


errors and ex-governors moving 
along financial paths alleged to be 
crooked. It is really startling, and 
is the cause of a great deal of 
comment as tc the reason. 

This time former Governor C. N. 
Haskell, of Oklahoma, is involved. 
Judge Knox, of the United States 
district court of New York city, 
Saturday appointed Judge Julius M. 
Mayer and Joseph P. Tumulty. 
receivers of the Middle States Oil 
corporation, which was built into a 
$95,000,000 corporation by Haskell. 

The New York World says: 

.“It was charged in this and in a 
previous move for receivership that 
under the Haskell management the 
company’s assets dwindled $77,000,- 
000 in a ingle year; that Haskell 
bad taken important books of the | 
company to Paris and left them | 
there, and that the company’s affairs 
had been manipulated, along with 
those of the Southern States Oil cor- 
poration, another Haskell property, 
to pull Haskell out of a $5,000,000 
hole in which an attempted coup in 
Southern States left him.” 


The company has had a curious 
career, It was incorporated in 1917 
as a holding’ company for various 
other companies, including two or 
three small railroads and some pro- 
ducing oil wells, pipe lines, etc. It 
was listed on the New York Stock 
exchange. The stock had a par 
value of $10 a share and advanced 
to $71 in 1919. It subsequently 
dropped to $11 and fluctuated rap- 
idly and mysteriously. It is now 
quoted at $1.25 a share, represent- 
ing, of course, enormous losses to 
investors. 

It is not the fate of this stock 
or the men associated with it, or 
the great army of losers, however, 
that concerns us in this discussion, 
although it is always painful to see 
the public held up for great sums 
of money in worthless, or even 
highly speculative and feverish pro- 
motions. It is the alarming tendency 
of the times for men of high political 
standing, who have gained a public 
confidence through public service, 
to abuse that confidence, Only a 
few weeks ago the governor of 
Indiana, at the time, was sentenced 
to the Atlanta penitentiary for 
crooked stock jobbing. 

Formar governors of more than 
one state—some from the south— 
have within the last few months 
been in the courts under charges 
of irregular transactions. 

The tendency is astounding; and 
it is time for the public to rise up 
and demand that prominence gained 
through high public office shall not 
of itself entitle one to’ the confi- 
dence of the investing public any 
more than any other business 
citizen; and that no business institu- 
tion shall appeal for investments 
that have not stood the test of the 
most rigid blue-sky laws that can 
be passed without interfering with 
or embarrassing legitimate trading. 
The governor or former governor 
who takes advantage of his high 
standing to swindle the people 
ought to be dealt with even more 
severely than the average private 
citizen of average obscurity.

An interesting and enlightening 
study of the effects of intermarriage 
or inbreeding through four generations 
has been reported by Dr. Douglas LV. 
Murphy, of Rutherford, N. C. It is 
commonly believed that the marriage 
of first cousins results in mental de- 
ficiency, physical abnoramility, or 
weak vitality in the offspring., al- 
though medical authorities, and stu- 
dents of eugenics maintain that the 
only injury from such inbreeding is 
due to the inheritance received and is 
not attributable to consanguinity. 'Thit 
is, any defect in the ofispring is in- 
dependent of the mixing of bloods, 
though if there is some fumily taint of 
a heritable nature, of course the 
chances of inheritance are doubled by 
a marriage of first cousins. 

Dr. Murphy has traced the history 
of a family from the first known an- 
cestor who came to Pennsylvania from 
Germany in 1731. He died in Penn- 
sylvania, leaving 24 children. ue

NEW ORDINANCE CLEARS 
PAVING PETITION JAM 


Signatures to petitions for paving 
will remain on the petitions hence- 
forth unless a signer sends in a writ- 
ten explanation for withdrawing it, 
and, if he does that, his siznature will! 
not be recognized as making up a 
majority of signers to any other -peti- 
tion for the same street. 

Coyneil made those new regulations 
effective Monday by unamimous adop- 
tion of Councilman John A. White's 
ordinance, aimed to stop confusion 
over street paving petitions. 

The ordinance also imposes a fine 
of $200 or imprisonment for 30 days 
on any representative of any contrac- 
tor or paving material manufacturer 
who misrepresents the truth in per- 
suading a signer to withdraw his 
name from a petition. 

If one petition for one type of pav- 
ing is secured, with a majority of the 
front footage on the street signed 
to it, only that type of paving can 
be laid on the street, under the or- 
dinance.

C. Quinn, secretary of the committce

special rights which may be denied to 
her own nationals.” 

Mr. Quinn summarized the Russian 
attitude as follows: 

“The great natural resources of 
Russia are the heritage of the Rus- 
sian people, and should be developed 
for their interest. We will allow for- 
eign capital to help us in the de. 
velopment of those resources which 
we are too poor or unprepared to ce- 
velop ourselves, but we will give ne 
monopolistic concessions. We will 
allow a reasonable, even a large profit. 
because we know capital will not 
otherwise come to our help. But 
it does not want to come on this 
basis, we will do our best to develop 
our resources ourselves.”

“Every 
appropriation is, in the strictest sense, 
an emergency appropriation for the 
institution to which it is made. It 
is extremely hard for a chief executive 
to be called upon to make such a de- 
cision as this without being allowed 
a reasonable time for consideration.” 

Governor Walker stated that a 
number of the bills involved did not 
reach his desk until Monday morning, 
and, with the final hour for signing 
set at midnight Monday, five calendar 
days after the legislature adjourned, 
that left less than one day for him to 
read, study and understand these im- 


Will Recommend Changes. 


“IT shall recommend to the next ¢&<- 
islature,”’ continued the governor, “a 
system under which the house can 
finish consideration of appropriation 
measures in time to send them to the 
senate not later than halfway through 
the session. It isn’t fair to the senate 
to leave it only three days to pass 
upon all appropriation bills. Then the 
bills should be sent to the governor at 
least one week before the end of the 
session, in order to give the assem- 
bly opportunity to override a veto if 
the governor should disapprove aty 
measure. Under the present system 
this course is not possible in many 
cases.” 

The majority of the bills vetoed 
Monday night were amendments made 
by the senate to house measures. ‘The 
senate’s changes were concurred in 
during the early hours of last Thurs- 
day morning, shortly before the house 
adjourned sine die, concurrence being 
voted by a majority of a quorum 
only, instead of by a majority of the 
entire membership, as the constitution 
requires. In practically all these 
cases the amendments referred to re- 
ceived only about 70 votes, instead of 
the necessary 104. Also, the appro- 
priation was made. by a rising vote 
only, instead of by roll call, as the 
law provides, 

Action Unconstitutional. 


Several amendments also would 
have been unconstitutional under the 
provision that only one subject mat- 
ter shall be included in any appro- 
priation bill. In fact, one appropria- 
tion, that of $25,000 to the Georgia 
State Woman's college at Milledge- 
ville, wa’ vetoed on this ground alone. 
This was a house amendment, at- 
tached to the bill appropriating 
$25,000 to the State Normal school at 
Athens, and both original measure 
and amendment received the necessary 
104 roll call votes. 

Appropriations Vetoed. 

The appropriations vetoed, with the 
reason for action in each case, are as 
follows: 

A senate amendment to the house 
bill appropriating $250,000 to the 
common schools, providing that the 
schools shall get half of all state 
revenue above $9,000,000. The amend- 
ment was vetoed because it never re- 
ceived the requisite constitutional ma- 
jority in the house. 

A senate amendment appropriating 
$15,000 to the Georgia State College 
for Women at Valdosta, added to the 
bill appropriating $43,944.43 for 
maintenance deficiency at the Georgia 
School of Technology. The original 
bill making the appropriation to Tech 
stands, but the amendment was _ ve- 
toed because it never received the 
requisite constitutional majority in the 
house, and also hecause the subject 
matter is not germane to the main 
body of tiie bill. 

A senate amendment appropriating 
$5,000 to the llth district A. & M. 
school, added to the bill appropriat- 
ing $40,000 for deficiency maintenance 
at the University of Georgia. The

Also the charm and personality of 
the wearer must be considered, for 
unless the dress brings out this point 
it utterly lacks individuality and is 
liable to become freakish and look out 
of place. So often I have heard peo- 
ple say: “That’s a good Icoking dress 
if only it were on someore else.” 

Too Little Attention to Type. 

The majority of women pay too lit- 
tle attention to their own type in se 
lecting a gown or hat. Just because 
a woman happens to like a certain 
stvle or color, she seems to think it 
will look good on her, and immediate- 
ly she purchases it and after wearing 
it two or three times «he is either 
tired of it or sees that it isn’t be- 
coming to her. 

A well-designed and well-made dress 
suited to the personality of the wear- 
er can be worn with great pleasur¢ 
and the feeling that it looks good 
and is in style as long as the ma- 
terial lasts. It’s true it may be a 
little more expensive, hut isn’t it bet- 
ter to have one or two zood looking 
dresses that you don't get tired of, 
than to have 10 or 12 that you soon 
tire of and want more? 

People have worn some of my 
gowns for several seasons without re- 
modeling, and they still say they get 
just as much, if not more, pleasure 
in wearing them and they get as many 
compliments on them as they’ did 
when the dresses were new. 

These are a few of the principles 
on which I go and with which IT hope 
to be a help to the women of Atlanta 
in their problem. And the problem 
is a weighty one, for rich and poor 
alike—the problem of being well 
dressed, 

Fitness of Dresses. 

Next comes the fitness of dresses. 
The occasion to which the dress is 
to be worn is very important. To be 
well dressed at all times une need not 
have a great many clothes...

Senator Key Pittman, of Nevada, 
and Daniel Roper, focmer collector 
of interna: revenue are said to be 
responsible for forming the newly cre- 
ated body, whose organization was 
announced after these two men had 
conferred with Davis for three hours 
at Locust Valley, L. I., Monday. 

The session at Locust Valley also 
contirmed earlier reports that Mr. Da- 
vis would speak on Labor day at 
Wheeling, W. Va., and leave imme- 
diately thereafter to open his western 
tour.

New York, August 18.—Consider- 


ing -conditions in the automobile in- 
dustry in the business world in gen- 
eral durng the first six months of 
the current year, the statement of 
earnings of the General Motors cor- 
poration fcr the first half of 1924 
makes a favorable showing as com- 
pared with the corresponding period 
last’ year. 

The statement shows net profit of 
$23,604,000 available for the common 
stock or the equivalent of $1.14 a 
share on the 20,646,337 shares out- 
standing, against $38,179,504, . equal 
to $184 a share earned in the ‘first 
half of 1923. Conditions in the mo- 
tor industry at the present time are 
more favorable than they were dur- 
ing May and June, and the general 
expectation of trade leaders is that 
a fair volume of profits will be ac- 
cumtlated during the last half of 
the year. 

A further reduction in crude oil 
production in the southern California 
fields is reported for the past week.

Chicago, August 18.—Grain values 
weakened today after corn, oats an:

Rising tempera- 
tures, which were forecast, made sell- 
ing of corn become much larger in vol- 
use than has been the rule of late, 
and the market closed unsetiled at a 
range varying from 11-4 net decline 
to 1-4 gain, with December $1.18 to 
$1.18 1-4.

Highest. prices in the corn market 
were reached at the outset. T! roughout 
the remainder of the day it was with 
difficulty that quotations vere kept 
near to Saturday's closing figures. In 
some cases the declines amounted tem- 
porarily to as much as 3c Active 
general buying at the cpening was 
based on unseasonably sool weather, 
adverse to corn growth. On the ad- 
vance in prices, however, profit-taking 
sales greatly increased, and speculative 
selling broadened out also in rather 
an aggressive manner. Announce- 
ment of the failure of a smal] firm 
which had been embarrassed by tie 
rapid upturn in values tended further 
to handicap friends of bigher prices. 

Aside from predictions of warmer 
aveather over large portions of the corn 
belt, many corn traders apparently 
sold on account of opinious which were 
current that something ef a reaction 
in prices was due after the recent 
steep advance.

Bristol, R. L, August 18.—United 
States Senator LeBaron’ B. Colt died 
at 5 o’clock this morning. He had 
been ill for about twe weeks from 
heart trouble, and nephritis. 

Senator LeBaron Bradford Colt, re- 
rublican senator from Rhode Island 
since 1913, was born in Dedham, 
Mass.. June 25, 1846. After gradua- 
tion from Yale in 1868 and study of 
law course at Columbia he practiced 
in New York. 

In 1873 he married Mary Louise 
Ledvard, in Chicago, who died in 
1922. Three daughters survive thi* 
union. 

In 1875 the senator went to Brisz- 
tol, R. I., to live. President Garfield 
appointed him a United States dis- 
trict judge in 1880 and in 1884 he 
became circuit judge. He served on 
the bench until his election to the 
senate.
